2. Also attached la a conplete file on the background and the 
alltfled coohoctions of the chief cut-out of these natworke, Dr. *llh«lji 
ROETiL. HOETTL ie considered an excellent intelllgenue nan, ’twt ah ex- 
trsBoly dangerous one. We have been requested .nany tlaes by other U.!^. 
intelligence agencies in Europe to discontinue our support of HOETTL 
since he was an SD leader and is feared by all present intelligence fac- 
tions r^>re&^nting the Abwehr or non-GerBan sources. The reason that he 

. is feared ie thai: be was a notorious intelligence s>an in liie day and 
actually a war crlatlnalf who was exonerated at Jhimberg cue to the. fact 
that he becajse a Slate's witness. 

3. The problem which cUsaxed the discontinuance of HOETTL* a 
actiwitlec was the Oberweis Beeting between the People's Party and the 
Rasi oleaent, in which HOOTL was the uain «^imnt, and cf which he 
failed to notify his CIC superiors. 

His reports recently (six Bonths) have been extrenoly poor 
and have been on a steady decline. The reason is that he has not been 
paying any attention to'his work as an intelligence operative for the 
Onited States ppreos in Austria, but has been engrossed in all sorts 
of political deaUngs. Wo have warned hin tine and tiae again that it 
is icipOBalble for hl» to work aa^ an intelligence operative and be nixed 
up with .'octl politic: 0 .
